concerne, hereby letting them know , that if they ſhall neglect this Dur Gꝛace, and not at- 
tend Our Commiſſioners in their ſeuerall Counties wherethey dwell, and with them make 
agreement on Our behalfe, that wee ſhall leaue them to the tult pzoceedings of Our Law, 
and to that end to attend Our Commiſſioners at Whitehall, oꝛ Dur Court of Exchequer,and 
if it ſhall ſo fall out to be moꝛe charge oz trouble vnto them, they ſhall haue iuſt cauſe to lay the
